As this issue of the Tennessee Librarian goes to press the Legislature is 
in session wrestling with the baffling problem of how to increase the revenue 
of the State so that essential public functions can be supported more ade- 
quately. 


If you know personally any members of either the House or Senate you 
can help the cause of libraries in Tennessee by urging them: First, to try to 
increase the appropriations for the program of the Tennessee State Library 
and Archives Commission. The Commission has asked for modest increases 
to extend and strengthen the regional public library activities and to under- 
take work in adult education to strengthen public library work throughout 
the State. 

Second, the Commission has prepared, and is presenting to the Legislature 
for enactment, a bill providing for Regional Library Boards. This additional 
regional machinery is desirable and necessary to give greater flexibility in 
promoting the development and more effective operation of regional library 
activities. “This bill is now in the hands of the Administration. 

Further, I should like to urge all members of the T. L. A. to draw rings 
on your calendar around three dates—April 21, 22, and 23, 1955. Reserve 
these days for attending the 1955 meeting of T. L. A. in Chattanooga. Hotel 
Patten is headquarters and this is the time to reserve your room.

The 1953 revival of this special 
service can be traced to: 

(1) An expressed need for such a 
service in the city of Nashville. 

(2) Desire of the Librarian to pro- 
mote the interest of the business men 
and municipal officials in the value 
of the library. 

(3) An available special interest 1i- 
brarian. 

(4) A complete lack of a centralized 
collection of this type.

A search among the other libraries 
of the city for items that had been 
called for but were not available re- 
vealed needs where purchases would 
be of service to all. An example ol 
this was the Standard Rate and Data 
Service. It could be found in all the 


advertising agencies, but nowhere 
readily available to the public. 
Material already apart of the 
Nashville Public Library’s circulation 
and reference collections were shifted 
to the Business Information Service. 
Generally, this material fell into a 
special subject area such as advertis- 
ing, investments, insurance, — real 
estate, law, office management, public

brarians in charge of the two depart- 
ments and the cataloger was another 
vital experience. I learned from this 
that cooperation and good will are 
more important to such a service than 
all of the other basic considerations. 
Now all was ready—but it was ob- 
vious from the start much had to be 


done to “educate” the public to the 


library and its new services. — It 
proved a matter of going to the peco- 
ple—not waiting for them to come 
to you. Libraries in the city had to 
be acquainted with the new service 
for it was a little different. In othe 


words—a public relations campaign 


began. I have listed below a few 
of the things done. 
(1) Good Service—ol prime = im- 


portance. 

(2) A monthly publication from the 

Business Information Service—Busi- 

ness News to 1200 business persons 

and librarians. 

(3) Invitations to clubs and special 

interest groups to have a meeting 

at the library to get acquainted. 

(1) Letters to local company presi- 

dents asking for an opportunity to 

tell their management group of our 

Services. 

(5) Requests for time on civic club 

programs. 

(6) Displays at banks and = othe 

concerns. 

(7) Cooperation of newspapers and 

radio stations. 

(8) Individual contacts. 

(9) Personal interpretation of the 

service—pleasant and — interested 
telephone voices and personal con- 
tacts. 

A book to record cach question that 
comes into the service is kept at the 
telephone. From this record it is easy 
to see what material has been most 
used, what is lacking, which business 
firms most use the service, and where 
hard to locate information has been 
found. 

Perhaps the most rewarding experi- 
ence of the entire year has been the 
personal contacts made with the other 
library and research interests in Nash- 


ville. Very soon in the year we saw

When Mrs. Frances Cheney, the

the preparation of a library directory, 
I accepted the task (had to have my 
arm twisted) with some reluctance 
and with some fear of trespassing onto 
an area for which I was not too well 
equipped, (my library school teachers 
hadn't touched on this subject). My 
experience in the business of prepar- 
ing library directories is limited to 
the compilation of a directory ol 
special libraries in the Southeastern 
States which was published in the 
Fall, 1953 (Volume HII, no. 3) issue 
ol The Southeastern Librarian. 

As a firm believer in the philosophy 
that groups of individuals, organized 
into a professional association, should 
engage in worthwhile projects which 
can be of some value to librarianship, 
and as Chairman of the Special Li- 
braries Committee of the Southeastern 
Library Association, I proposed to the 
Executive Board of that august body 
that a directory of special libraries 
in the Southeast be undertaken.

In summary, the preparation of a 
library directory is no “breeze” as 
the slang goes. One must be pre- 
pared for a lot of tedious, and time 
consuming effort, but the end result 


is worth it all.

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LIBRARY SERVICES BILL 


Twenty-three Representatives have recently introduced into the House of 
Representatives a bill designed to stimulate state and local interest in improv- 
ing and extending public library service to the rural areas of the United States 
now without such service or with inadequate service. The measure is known as the 


LIBRARY SERVICES BILL. 


Approved and supported by the American Library Association the measure 
will help states to overcome a national shortage of public library service to the 
more than 26 million persons, most of whom live in rural areas and are without 


access to a local public library. 


The LIBRARY SERVICES BILL authorizes Federal assistance in the amount of 
$7'/2 million each year for a five year period to be matched by the states on 
an ability to pay formula. These funds will be used by the state library agencies 
for the development and promotion of adequate library service through demon- 
strations and other means. The state library agencies are given full jurisdiction 
over the development of plans for the use of the funds and in carrying out 
those plans. While this legislation will not remedy all the present library 
deficiencies, it will do much to stimulate the states to greater action in provid- 


ing adequate library service to all their citizens. 


Seventeen national organizations have endorsed this legislation. These or- 
ganizations include farm, labor, educational, civic and veteran groups which 
believe that the provision of effective library service for all our people is a 


national concern, as well as a state and local concern. 


The LIBRARY SERVICES BILL was introduced in the Senate by Senator 
Lister Hill of Alabama. Early action by both Houses of Congress is expected.
